The design, som ew hat a fte r the 
style of a medieval castle, is th a t of 
Miss E lizabeth Scott, 21I y ears old, 
who trium phed over architects rep re­ 
senting some of the forem ost talent 
of G reat B ritain and A m erica. 
It 
was Miss Scott’s first a ttem p t a t a 
big design. 
She is a d au g h ter of a 
B ournem outh physician, and a cousin 
of Sir Giles G ilbert Scott, R. 
A., 
architect of Liverpool cathedral. 
Not only w as Miss S cott’s design, 
in tho judges’ view, the m ost suitable 
for a th eatre, but it was held to reveal 
g reat ability and power of composi­ 
tion. 
Tho largeness and sim plicity 
of handling was unequalled by any 
o ther design, the judges agreed, other 
points taken into consideration being 
the suitability for the site on the 
Avon banks, picturesqueness in sil­ 
houette and m odeling and conform ity 
w ith the trad itio n s of S tra tfo rd . 
The new building, which is to be of 
stone, and the rem n an ts of the old 


ono destroyed by fire in 1986 will 


stan d back to hack. 


The th e a te r will seat 1,000 persons. 
Miss Scott explained th a t she chose 
her style because o f the picturesque 
site on the Avon w ith its trees and 
meadows and the collegiate church in 
the background.

Hint Billionth-Second Cameras

whirling metal m irror th at makes 
JI (IO,OOO revolutions a m inute offers a 
hint that some day photographs can 
ho taken with exposures of a billionth 
of a second. 


Professor Krnest O. Lawrence, Dr. 
J. W. Beams and VV. D. Garmon at 
.Sloan© 
Physics 
Laboratory, 
Yale 
University, are using the m irror in 
studies of extremely short flashes of 
light. 
The reflector, w hirled by a 
column of air, cuts a beam of light 
into pieces so small th at the duration 
of each is computed in billionths of a 
second. 
Application of the game principle 
to photography, the physicists sug­ 
gest, may eventually make possible 
a high speed shutter th at can catch 
such rapid motions as those occuring 
in ntomis processes. 
Th© 
device 
also 
makes possible 
measurements of the tim e taken by 
light to travel only a few feet. Sci­ 
entists have usually made their ex­ 
perim ents with light speed over com­ 
paratively long distances, but the 
whirling m irror permits such tests 
to be made In the laboratory. 
The physicists believe they may he 
able to increase the speed of the mir­ 
ror to a million revolutions a minute, 
thus making possible still further re­ 
ductions 
in the duration of light 
flashes. 
The 
scientists 
point 
out, 
however, that as the velocity grows 
the atoms in the m irror are subjected 
to such terrific disturbances that they 
are likely to fly npart, shattering the 


metal. 
To spin the m irror, the physicists 
place it over a perforated brass cup. 
Compressed air, passing through the 
holes, lifts the reflector a tiny frac­ 
tion of an inch and causes it to whirl. 
Usual mechanical frictions are elimi­ 
nated because the m irror does its 
mad dance suspended in air.

strengthen allegiance to the “farm 
Woe’ and eventually make it a factor 
of im portance. 
Because of the move­ 
m ent tow ard tho cities the “farm 
bloc” represents hut about one-third 
of the total population, and farm ers 
may be forced to ally them selves with 
either the socialists or the conserva­ 
tives to obtain a m ajority in p a rlia ­ 
ment. 
There will be a general elec­ 
tion in October, by which time fa rm ­ 
ers are expected to be agreed on th eir 
principles.
